Lucien Curtis of the Los Angeles 
Distillery having been found guilty of 
the first count in tlie indictment, it re­ 
mains to he seen w hat his sentence 
will be. The penalty attached to the 
offence of which the defendant has 
been adjudged guilty, is found in Sec­ 
tion 3,286 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United Stales, which reads as fol­ 
lows: “ VVliene ver any person removes, 
or aids or abets in tlie removal of any 
distilled spirits ou which the tax has 
not been paid, to a place otiier than 
the distillery warehouse provided by 
law, or conceals or aids in the conceal­ 
ment ot any spirits so removed, or re­ 
moves or aids or abets in the removal 
of any distilled spirits from any distil­ 
led spirits authorised by law, In any 
manner other than is provided by law 
or conceals or aids in the concealment 
of any spirits so removed, he shall be 
lialde to a penalty of doulde the tax 
imposed on such distilled spirits so 
removed or concealed and shall be 
fined not less th an $200 nor more than 
Ss3,(J0ü, and imprisoned not less than 
three mouths or more than three 
years.”

Mr. Gladstone at the annual m eet­ 
ing of the Society for Distressed Pei 
sons, held in London recently, said 
that “I t was the oldest institution of 
the kind so far as his knowledge went. 
It was an institution of peculiar mod­ 
esty, and it did not, like others, assert 
by continuous advertising. It was 
now customary not only to advertise 
at intervals aud from day to day, but 
to repeat the same advertisements 
over aud over agaiu in the same news­ 
papers. 
This betokened a singular 
state of mind; it showed there was a 
certain am onnt of darkness aud great 
competition for attention, so that no 
one expected to gain by it unless it 
were by many’ strokes of the ham ­ 
mer one after the other. That had

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The New Tax Levy. 


The hotel at the Calaveras big trees Is open 
fo r guests, and the snow Is fast disappearing 
from the grove. 
Crop reports from Solano county are to the 
effect thut the wheat yield will be about 
thirty bushels to the acre. 
The resignation of Van Dyke as United 
States District Attorney, and the appoint­ 
m ent of Coghlan as his successor, ore looked 
upon by many who favor an honest, adm in­ 
istration of revenue matters as a Jump from 
the fTying-pan into the fire. 
The Haytlen Consulate at New York has 
cable advices from Kingston that the revolu­ 
tion in Haytii8 completely trium phant Pres­ 
ident Dominique has fled. Blron Cannal is in 
Port-au-Prince. He will take charge of the 
government. 
The weekly statement of the Imperial 
Bankof Germany showsan Increase of 11,859,­ 
000 marks. 
The Emperor William has arrived at Co 
burg to visit Q,ueen Victoria. 
The Wedimoski says that in consequence of 
Bervia’s warlike preparations, the Porte has 
resolved to send an ultim atum to the Servian 
government and then cross the Servian fron­ 
tier.If the renewal of the Austro-Hungarian 
compromise is settled upon at the final con­ 
ference to be held to-day, the crown will 
adopt as its programme certain mediatory 
proposals which are favored by Ardreas. If 
the Austrian Cabinet refuses to support them 
they will resign and be replaced by a transi­ 
tory ministry which would be able to com­ 
m and a majority in the Relchsrath in sup­ 
port of the proposals. 
The New York World says $220,000 wore 
raised at Moody andSankey’s meeting. The 
Times says $110,000, and the Tribune $2,1,000. 
Grant has vetoed the bill reducing his sala­ 
r y o n th e ground that it is none too large at 
present. 
The levee 8outh of Quincy, Ills., has brok­ 
en at three points, and a large portion of the 
bottom on the Illinois side is overflowed. 
Opposite Hannibal the houses and barns 
have floated away and the damage that has 
been done cannot be estimated. The entire 
population of the bottom have fled to the 
bluffs, in many cases leaving everything be­ 
hind them. 
The Sclavonic advices report a sanguinary 
battle at Presjika. North of Nlcsic. The In­ 
surgents captured the Turkish entrench­ 
ments and drove the Turks to Osina and 
Payliana. The reportsthat M nhktar Pasha’s 
forces have been surrounded are conflrmed. 
The losses are heavy on both sides. Nlcsic 
cannot be revictualed. The insurgents are 
receiving supplies of war material. 
A Vienna dispatch says that the Herzego- 
vinan Insurgents captured all the provisions 
lately sent for the Turkish troops on the road 
from Ragusa to Trebyende. 
The Hungarian Journals assert that the 
Servian army, headed by the Belgrade bri­ 
gade, is on its way to the frontier and will 
rendezvous at Rouprlga.

If this is a 
fatal defect the Council is an uncon­ 
stitutional body as ituotonly fills va­ 
cancies but refuses to even read the 
petitions of citizens asking the ap­ 
pointment of certain persons to those 
vacancies.

Money to meet the current expense 
of conducting our public schools is the 
subject now agitating the mind of the 
Board of Educatiou. By a combina­ 
tion of circumstances for which the 
Council nor any one is disposed to hold 
themselves responsible the school 
fund has melted away like wax before 
flame and to fill the vacuum thus 
created a special tax is proposed. The 
presence of the tax gatherer has be­ 
come an eye sore to our citizens and 
they are beginning to regard the 
special tax propasition in the light of 
au outrage. We are fearful that the 
growing disposition to tax and special 
tax, is having a tendency to drive ma­ 
ny prudent men away from our city 
and is causing many who intended to 
invest here to change their purpose. 
Exorbitant taxation is an unfailing 
process forcompelling real estate own­ 
ers to offer their property for sale. 
There is now a great deal of real es­ 
tate within the corporate limits of 
the city the owners of which are anx­ 
ious to turn into cash. They complain 
that taxes are eating up the money 
invested. The old Board of Educa­ 
tion disbursed the school funds in an 
unsystematic manner and though it is 
altogether probable uo money was ac­ 
tually lost or wasted yet before ac­ 
counts are fully rendered the new 
Board levies a special tax. Let us 
stop and consider a moment. H o# 
much of this new tax will be absorbed 
in levying, assessing and collecting, 
and how much of it will actually 
reach the school fund proper? Are 
we not moving in a direction 
that will ultimately bring 
our 
common 
school 
system 
into 
disfavor if not actual contempt? 
Many tax-payers regard the proceed­ 
ings now inaugurated as illegal and 
onerous and avow their determination 
to resist them. Would it not be more 
satisfactory and better to bridge the 
difficulty over by devising means that 
will enable us to wait until the taxes 
come in through the ordinary chan­ 
nel ? The legal right of the Board of 
Education to levy and collect taxes is 
somewhat questionable and if this 
special tax is persisted in the legality 
of their power will have to be estab­ 
lished by the Courts. The people 
want schools but when the funds al­ 
ready provided for educational pur­ 
poses disappear by means of unau­ 
thorized deposit in aainsolvant bank, 
they do not care to have their burden 
of taxation increased in order to rem­ 
edy somebody’s blunder. 


Right for Once. 


While endeavoring to show that the 
passage of the bill creating a Board 
of Public Works iu this city ought to 
defeat the Democratic party through­ 
out the nation aud elect a Republican 
President, the Express unintentional­ 
ly produces evidence to prove that the 
passage of the bill in question was a 
decided manifestation of the Demo­ 
cratic principle that public officials 
are hut public servants and in the 
hands of the masses rests the govern­ 
ing power. It says: 
The same community can, by turns, be­ 
come Democratic, Republican or Indedend- 
eut, Just as the mood seizes them, and that 
mood is generally regulated by the acts of 
their servants. 
Nothing is more self evident than 
this. The record of the Republican 
party and after it of the Independent 
party is one mass of evidence iu sub­ 
stantiation of the fact. Even our own 
county comes in as an important wit­ 
ness. Two years ago it elected the 
Independent ticket hut the acts of the 
•‘servants” or at least of some of them 
were not satisfactory aud last year 
she gave 700 Democratic majority. 
The Express also says 
We will conclude by the statement of an. 
other essential Democratic principle, which, 
with the other, gave that p irty its enduring 
vitality, and that is that the men elected by 
them are theirscrvants, from President down 
to township constable. When men in whom 
the parly lias confided forget Ihis fact they 
should be sternly rebuked. 
The very 
instant any man, or set of men, m ake an un­ 
warrantable use of personal influence, ¿lie 
parly should speak out promplly and unequi­ 
vocally, rebuking their presumption and re­ 
minding them that that Influence, however 
great, m ay be forfeited lor cause. 
Another axiomatic conclusion. The 
people—the Democratic masses—have 
done just this. This city is largely 
Democratic and we take it for granted 
that inquiry will show that the Com­ 
mon Council is Democratic. That body 
forgot it was a servant and assumed 
the role of master. A denial of the 
right of petition and other arbitrary 
acts aroused the Democratic principle; 
the patty has spoken and the rebuke 
presents itself in the shape of a revo­ 
cation of the servant’s powers. Thus 
the people always remind their pub­ 
lic officials‘‘that influence, however 
great, may be forfeited for cause.” 


T h e defeat of the Government in 
the case of the United States against 
C u r t is and T a r b o x is gratifying or 
otherwise just as one regards the situ­ 
ation. There are many circumstances 
connected with the Revenue law and 
the enforcement of that law which in­ 
cline fair-minded men to sympathize 
with those subject to its conditions es­ 
pecially when they fall into the hands 
of the officers on charges of violating 
those conditions. The Revenue law 
supposes a distiller to be a thief and it 
is the custom of Revenue officers to 
deal with him on the assumption that 
the supposition of the law is correct. 
It would be something remarkable if 
distillers did not play the role the law 
assigns them in the case. It is quite 
probable that the business of the 
Los Angeles distillery was conducted 
on the crooked order. But the Gov­ 
ernment could not prove it and we 
are inclined to rejoice over the result 
of the trial.

counter, aud should be continually 
filled with interesting matter about 
any and every subject necessary to a 
full knowledge of the country.

such means you reach those who feel 
an interest in your country.

could correspond with you and others 
before making other arrangements, as 
it does appear to be an unusually good 
chance for a comparatively small out­ 
lay to show up our county of Los A n­ 
geles in a very thorough and effective 
manner, all Kinds of products for ex- 
hibitiou, manufacture, etc.
